Attorney General Holds That 
State Cannot Even Tell 
Alien He Can Obtain 
Work in America. 


BAD FAITH IS CHARGED. 


Republican Leadérs Who Prom- 
ised Favorable Construction 
of New Law to Be Ax 

cused in Next Congress.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special.}]—<At- 
torney General Bonaparte has_rendéred an- 
other decision interpreting the new immigra- 
tion law in such a way as to thwart, if not 
to destroy, the movement in the south to en- 
courage European laborers to go to that sec- 
tion of the country. 

This last decision of the attorney general 
will be sure to provoke trouble inghe southern 
states, and this is quite as certain to be re- 
fiected in congress during the next session. 
The immigration law of Feb. 20 was passed 
by an express guarantee on the part of the re- 
publican leaders ‘in the senate that it would 
not interfere with the plans of the south to se- 
cure white labor for that section. Southern 
senators and members of the house are cer- 
tain to charge breach of faith on the part of 
the republican leaders, because every de- 
cision has been more or less adverse to the 
plan of the states to assist immigration. 

Decision Sweeping in Terms. 

The opinion rendered by the attorney gen- 

eral today declares that when a state, 


through its regular board of immigration, 


holds out the promise of employment to an 
intending immigrant, even although no em- 
ployer is specified, and although the immi- 
grant is free to secure any employment he 
sees fit, there is a distinct violation of the 
contract labor: law, 

The attorney general does not, it has been 
stated, insist that a state shall not pay the 
passage of an immigrant, but he does hold 
that no promise of employment whatsoever 
must be made, either by a state or an in- 
éividual. This is a blow which seems to dis- 
pose entirely of the movement which had 
gained such headway in the south to induce 
Buropeans, by promise of employment and 
by payment of passage money, to go to the 
een instead of the congested north Atlantio

states. As soon as this lgehbation is pro- 
posed an attack is certain to be made on 
by some of the labor leaders, and it may 
be doubted whether congress, on the eve of 


_& presidential election, would be willing to 


grant the relief asked by the southern people. 

In that case they will be sure to influence 
their senators and representatives, and the 
fight in congress promises to be an extremely 
bitter one, with charges of deceit and bad 
faith made by southerners against soma of 
the most prominent republican leaders, in- 
‘eluding some senators who are close to Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt, although the president, as 
is well understood, is entirely in sympathy 
with the attempt to oa ae into 
southern states. 

To understand the ‘neaiiie of the attorney 
general's opinion it is only necessary to say, 
in brief, that Geronimo Garcia arrived at 
New Orleans on Aug. 5. His passage was 
paid by Réginald Dykers, authorized agent 
of the Louisiana state board of immigra- 
tion, out of funds regularly appropriated by 
the legislature for that purpose. Dykers 
assured ‘the intending immigrant, before his 
departure from Havana, that employment 
as a farm laborer would be secured for him. 

It does not appear in the official opinion, 
but it was a fact, that this Garcia case was 
arranged by the Louisiana authorities for 
the express purpose of having the law tested.

Pittsburg Man Files Copies of 
Letters Tending to Fas- 
ten Guilt on Wife in 
Famous Case. 


SUITOR SELLS EVIDENCE. 


Man With Whom Mrs. Hartje’s 
Sister Eloped Said to’ Have 
Given Up Documents After 
Marriage Was Halted. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 7.—[Specia!l.]—Just on 
the eve of the handing down of a decision by 
the Superior court in the divorce suit of 
Augustus Hartje against his wife, Mary 
Scott Hartje, sensational evidence was filed 
in Philadelphia on Saturday with the Su- 
perior court by Hartje which caused the Su- 
perior court judges to hold back the decision. 

It is understood that the entire court agreed 
in the finding and that it upheld the lower 
court, which refused to grant a divorce to 
Hartje. The new evidence, however, may 
result in an entirely new decision and cause 
the Superior court at least to grant a new 
trial to the millionaire paper manufacturer. 

The new evidence consists mainly of let- 
ters alleged to have been written by Mrs. 
Hartje’s two eisters, Helen and Ida, to How- 
ard Lappe, to whom Ida was engagg! to be 
married, and with whom she eloped to 
Youngstown, only to be brought. back by her 
father before the ceremony was performed. 
It is alleged by Hartje that he purchased 
these letters from Lappe, whose attentions 
to Miss Ida have ceased. 


Girls in Blackmail Plot? 

There is also’ a sensational letter alleged 
to have been written to Tom Madine, the 
coachman, by Mrs. Hartje, in which are 
startling statements regarding the illnese of 
Hartje, which leads to the belief that an at- 
tempt was niede to poison him. But prob- 
ably the most sensational of the evidence 
is contained in alleged letters from Ida and 
Helen Scott, in which it appears they ac- 
tually formed a scheme to blackmail! their 
own father, compelling him to give them 
money, or they would refuse to testify for 
their sister, and testify, instead, for Hartje, 
thus “telling the truth,”’ as the letters in- 
timate. 

The scheme of blackma!! Is alleged to have 
been carried to the extent of threatening 
the attorneys of Mrs. Mary Scott Hartje, as 
her letter to Lappe signed ‘“‘ Helen” tells 
of how “J. M. F.” (apparently Attorney 
John M. Freeman), had been frightened when 
they walked into the office, and how some 
person “‘had been brought to time.” 


Says “Papa Fixed It Up.” 
Another sensational letter Gee 


they will not go to Mr. Hartje with their testi- 
mony, since “‘ Papa has fixed it up,” the 
inference being that the girls had been prom- 
ised the money which they wrote they would 
demand as the price of their silence. 

Nor ig it denied by John E. Scott, father 
of Mrs. Hartje, and Ida and Helen Scott, 
that his 16 year old daughter, Ida, did demand 
of him a monthly allowance, not only for 
herself but for Howard W. Lappe, the young 
man she expected to marry, the same young 
man who is alleged tonight by Mr. Hartie 
to have sold Ida’s love letters to him. Mr. 
Scott will not talk of this phase of the 
affair, but said regarding Mrs. Harte: 

**IT am not surprised at anything Mr. Hartje 
does or says. A man who would hire seven 
attorneys to defend a negro would do any-: 
thing.’’

Letter to Coachman Significant. 
In the statement submitted to the Supreme 
court there are copies of letters alleged to 
have been written by Mrs. Hartje to Tom 


1905. Mr. Hartje asserted this evening that 
his wifé tried to poison him in Paris, and cites 
in defense of his assertion a letter purporting 
to have been written to Madine by Mrs. 
Hartje from London. In part this letter reads: 

‘‘Dear Tom: While I was out yesterday 
Mary L. was in the room alone with her papa. 
He seemed well all day and had just taken 
one of his large pills when he fainted and fell 
to the floor. 

‘‘ Men came from the office and he worked 
in a spasm for three hours We all thought 
every minute was his last The doctor came 
and said it was just from his nerves He was 
sick all night, but seems better today. The , 
doctor got a nurse, and he will be in. beda 
week or so. He was nearly dead, as hé was 
cold all over. 

“Now, if anything should happen I wil 
send for you to help me, and if he gets better 
I will go home in two weeks. I am not sure 
you will get this, or I would write the feeling 
in my heart this minute. I am fiving on your 
promise, ‘Try again.’ I did my part and will 
do again. I will send you some money, and 
this is what you must do: Bring home some 
of that I have in my box, or another kind. I 
did not have enough. I hope you understand. 
I am so sorry I did not bring 1s other kind, 
too.” 

Put Pill in His Mouth. 

Further along the letter says: 

‘‘When I left the room yesterday night 
before Mr. H. took sick I put my hand on my 
locket and gaid, ‘ All for the one I want and 
love.’ I must tell you I put the pill in his 
mouth, and it is all go hard, the way it turned 
out. I will teil you all when you are at home, 
but do not come without whatI said. Please 
burn this, as you know what it means for us 
both.”’ 

In another place the writer exclaims: 

‘‘O, why did it not work? Iam wild totell 
you all aboutit. Poor M. L.sawitail.” [The 
daughter of Mrs, Hartje, who°was with her 
in Paris, is named Mary Louise]. a 

Near the close of the letter the writer says: 
“Try to get what I tell you. Get them in 
tenths and fifteenthe of a grain.” : 


Hartje Says He Was Poisoned. 

The letter is one which Mr. Hartje alleges 
was received by Madine at his home in Ire- 
land, and has for more than a year lain in 
the family clock at the Madine home in Ire 
land. It reached Pittsburg about two months 
ago, being sent here by the mother of Ma- 
dine, at his request. Regarding this letter 
Mr. Hartje said tonight: 

“ You will notice in the letter found in*fom 
Madine’s pocket by his mother, the writer 
speaks of having given me a pill. That is 
true, and I was given more than one pill. I

RUSH ORDER OF BUMBLEBEES 
ON WAY TO THE PHILIPPINES. 


Agricultural Specialists Want Amert- 
can Insects for Use in Cross Fertiliza- 


‘tion of Certain Plants. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—In 
response to a rush order cabled from the 
Philippines, two cigar boxes full of bumble- 
bees are today hurrying across the continent, 
bound for the islands. 

The ' Philippine specialists of the agricul- 
tural department have been making ex- 
haustive experiments in Luzon in the cross 
fertilization of certain plants. Repeated 
tests with the common or busy bee showed 
it to be unequal to the task, but complete 
success crowned the efforts of the scientists 
when they tried the bumblebees, the heredi- 
tary enemy of the small boy. 

As the season in which the bumblebee can 
make himself useful in the fertilization is 
’ rapidly nearing an end in the Philippines, the 
experts yesterday cabled the department to 
rush the shipment.

EACH A VICTIM OF DISEASE. 


Stomach Trouble Kills S. A. Marine 
and Heart Failure D. Rosser. 


Two nien in different parts of Chicago fell 
dying last evening just as they were trying, 
in their extremity, to summon aid over the 
telephone. They were: 

MARINE, 8S. A., 65 years old, died in Morrison 
hotel; victim of acute stomach trouble. He was 
a long time resident at the hotel. 

ROSSER, DAVID, 60 years old, attorney, office at 
28 River street, house at 4536 5;. wrence av- 
enue, stricken with heart disease in Johnston av- 
enue, near California avenue. Died in police am- 


bulancs ttacked by Pain in Heart. 

Early in the evening Rosser was walking 
in Johnstom avenue, having just alighted 
from a car. Suddenly he was attacked with 
a violent pain near his heart. It waschronic 
-and he knew his danger. He was not well 
acquainted in the district and asked a passer- 
by: where he could reach a telephone to sum- 
mon his friends. 

He was directed to the residence of Mrs. 
Matilda Eklund, 155 Johnston avenue. He 
was admitted there after he explained his 
mission. He had just taken the receiver 
from the hook and had not yet been able 
to give the telephone operator the number 
he desired when he fell to the floor. Mrs. 
Eklund quickly summoned the police and 
also a physician. When the latter arrived 
he ordered Rosser removed to a hospital. 
The ambulance had almost reached St. 
Elizabeth’s hospital when Rosser expired. 


Collapses in Hotel Room. 

Marine, who was 4 veteran of the civil wr, 
had been quite an fhvalid for fifteen years. 
He recognized a sharp attack of pain, and 
two minutes before he died he telephoned 
from his room in the Morrison to Miss Ag- 
nes Tierney, a telephone operator in the 
hotel, to send A. L. Young, the head clerk, to 
his room in e hurry. 

Young responded, and found Marine lying 
on the floor in front of the phone. A physi- 
clan was called, who pronounced the veteran 
dead. Several chambermaids were about the 
stricken man, and had tried to revive him. 


Policeman Dies Suddenly.

Mayor Busse. assisted by some of his chief 
advisers, will make an attempt to obtain 
for Chicago some of the reforms of which 
the city was deprived through the defeat 
of the charter. He went to Springfield last 
night to appeal-to Gov. Deneen to lay the 
problem béfore the legislature. 
The mayor is nct going to ask for much, as 
he does not wish to’try the temper of a legis- 
lative body already impatient with the plaints 
of Chicago. He would iike to see a law en- 
acted authorizing the city to impose a tax 
on wheeled vehicles, the proceeds‘to be used 
ir. ‘the paving and repair cf streets. He 
would also like to have the assembly au- 
thorize the consolidation of the park systems 
under city control. He will’not ask for any 
more benefits at present, and if compelled 
to choose between those two he will take the 
vehicle tax and let the park problem rest 
until a more propitious time 
Accompanying the mayor on his mission are 
John: J. Hanberg, cfmmissioner of public 
works; Ald. Frank I. Bennett, chairman of 
the council’s finance committee, and Walter 
L. Fisher, special traction counsel. The 
party took with it a draft of the vehicle tax 
bill drawn. by Corporation Counsel Brundage. 

The program is to secure consideration if 
possible for one or both of these measures 
at the adjourned. session. of the assembly, 
whicn begins today. If that is found im- 
possible Mayor Busse will ask Gov. Deneen 
to broaden the call for a spectal session so 
as to include consideration of the Chicago 
matters as well asthe primary law. 


Legislators Prefer Baseball. 


The general understanding at the time the 
party left" Chicago was that the hargover 
session would be speedily adjourned and a 
‘special session called. Not more than half 
the Chicago members of the assembly went 
to the capital, the world’s championship 
series of baseball games holding out attrac-;)

He said 
he appreciated the kindness of these inter- 
ested friends, but had not consulted with any 
of them and was in no position to discuss 
politics as yet. He expressed himself as 
rreatly concerned over the defeat of the 
harter. 
‘*I am convinced that the defeat of the 
charter is an immeasurable setback for Chi- 
cago,” he said. ‘“ Chicago cannot become a 
great world city until the reforms contem- 
plated by the charter are brought about. We 
must simplify our government and inaugu- 
rate great improvements, which it may take 
from twenty-five to fifty years to accomplish. 
The Burnham plan is a good start, but we 
need the authority to carry out these great 
schemes.”’ 


Rookevelt Replies to Busse. 
Mayor Busse received an answer to the let- 
ter he dispatched by relay motor boat to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt at St. Louis. The president's 
reply reads:

Efforts to Dislodge Sherman on Salary |

ernor and Lyman E./Cooley of Chicago in 
conference with him during the day working 
on his message, which is expected to go to 
the legislature when it: meets in its “ hang- 
over’ session tomorrow. Mr. Sherman has 
been helping and advising on the primary 
law features of the communication and Mr. 
Cooley with the drainage end of it. It is said 
that the governor will recommend the dual . 
system of direct primary known as the idea) 
system or the Mississippi island plan of 
primary elections in parts of continental 
Europe. 
By this system two primaries, are held. 
The first reduces the field of candidates to 
two for each office. The man receiving the 
highest and the man receiving the next 
highest vote for each office have their names 
submitted at the second primary, at which 
a majority vote nominates. In all the at- 
tempts to secure primary legislation thus 
far the governor has ann@unced himself as 
opposed to any system which allowed a small 
proportion of voters in the party to name 
candidates.: This always is possible in direct 
plurality primaries and there are instances 
in which 10 or 12 per cent of the vote has 
given a candidate the nomination on account 
of the number of candidates and division of 
the vote into so many parts. 
The dual system removes the chance of 
such nominations, making it necessary to 
nominate by a majority vote, but at greater 
expense to the community and greater trou- 
ble.to the voter. 


Primary and Waterways Issues. 
The governor refyged tonight to indicate 
what he would recommend, but he has his 
message written. That part dealing with the 
deep watetway may be eliminated, and it ig 
even possible that at the eleventh hour a 
change of mind may keep the primarydiav 
messagé out for the time being. It is by no 
means certain that a quorum wil! be present, 
in either house. There ts no indication to- 
night in Springfield that there will be. 
4 It is said to be the legislative intention to 
do something quick and not extremely im- 
portant with the deep waterway bill, some- 
thing in the way of authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a commission to study the question, 
and then adjourn or take a recess until Feb- 
ruary, the governor to call a special session 
for the primary law. Mr. Deneen says he 
assumes that members of the legislature are 
ready to perform all the duties of-the office 
to which they have been elected and that 
until they prove their unfitness to do so he 
will not assume that they have other inten- 
tions. 
The democrats are likely to be better repre- 
sented proportionately in the house than 
the republicans. They are talking for direct 
primaries. If the leading legislators agree to 
allow Chicago a chance at some “* remedial ”’ 
legislation, a wheel tax bill will be intro- 
duced. They are for a quick getaway and 
Chicago may not get its chance. 
The United Societies have two bills here, 
both of general state application, one asking 
that the question of Sunday closing be left 
with the different cities and towns of the 
state to decide, and the other asking for the 
same thing with regard to bar permits. Their 
friends in the legislature will not take the 
first step in the matter, but if any legislation 
be undertaken so far as the liquor question 
is concerned, these two bills will be intrg? 
duced. te 


Sherman Blocks Salary Raise. 

Thereis a small matter of delayed, retarded, 
or undeveloped legislation of great and im- 
mediate interest to some of the statesmen 
of the genera] assembly, and it is proposed to 
bring. it to the attention of the legislature, 
if such‘attention can be secured, this week.

e Citizen of Pullman Speaks. 

Henry W. Lee, a citizen of the Pullman 
district, followed Mr. McCormick. He ridi- 
culed the suit inatituted by the state against 
the government Seeking the right to build 
the canal. He thought the idea of appealing 
to the secretary of war equally ridiculous. 

“ In the meantime,” said he, ‘‘ the taxpayers 
are waiting while this comic opera war is 
being fought out. I am willing to be a com- 
mittee of one to appeal direct to President 
Roosevelt, who will use that big stick of hig 
on the gecretary of war and the drainage 
trustees also, if necessary.”

All sia viands will be prepared under the 
direction of a member of the Eccentric club 
‘of London, famous for its dinners.

“Soft Lard.—Upon several occasions your 
committee has urged the department to per- 
mit a larger percentage of lard stearine 
in lard during the summer months, and for 
products going to warm latitudes. 
‘Tagging for Identification.—Your com- 
mittee urged upon Secretary Wilson that he 
put into practice a system of tagging of 
animals for identification. We believe that 
some such device will ultimately have to be 
adopted if diseased anima!s are to be traced 
to their source and the cause ofthe disease 
eradicated. 
** Inspectors.—Your committee has called 
the attention of the department upon gev- 
eral occasions to arrogant and disrespectfu! 
inepectors.”’

Evanston Women Blame Good 
Times for Scarcity of Help. 


MAY HAVE TO DO OWN WORK. 


Servant Girls Become Less Numerous 
as the Years Roll On. 


Despairing predictions marked a discus- 
gion of the servant girl problem by the philan- 
thropic and sociological department of the 
Evanston Woman's club yesterday after- 
noon. The shortage of domestics was ascribed 
to present prosperity. 
‘Mrs. William M. Green, 1015 Forest avenue, 
read a paper in which she declared the causes 
of a lack of damestics in the suburb are: 

1. Loss of personal freedom. ' 
Hurts to self-respect. 

Insinuations of inferiority. 

Harsh treatment by employers. 

Lack of clearly defined limits of duty. 
Loss of social caste. 

Lack of facilities for receiving friends. 
Compulsory wearing of livery. 

“Although the last census showed that of 
the 1,560,731 persons employed as servants 
82 per cent were women,” she asserted, 
“ figures for the succeeding years show that 
the increase in this line is less than,in any 
other ‘followed by womer. If the same con- 
ditions continue for the next ten years and 
the prices proportionately are, raised, “a 
housemaid .will be an’ uncommon person, in 
1919.” ‘

One result of the controversy is that the ball 
planned to be given Friday night as a brilliant 
climax to the horse show has been called off 
by the g@vernors. It will be given neverthe- 
less on Thursday of next week. 
To let the other faction down easy the gov- 
ernors declared 300 reservations for late sup- 
pers had been made for Friday night, and it 
would be “a manifest physical impossibil- 
ity’ for diners and dancers to occupy the 
same hall at the same time. Mr. Heyworth 
suggested a tent be erected at the north end 
of the clubhouse as a dining place. This 
Proposition was flatly rejected.

“Doomed to Failure,” Says Bode. 


*“T have opposed the show from the first,”’ 
said Mr. Bode. ‘‘ The idea of holding an open 
air horse show in October in this climate is 
absurd. Do you think women will risk their 
health by sitting in evening gowns for sev- 
eral hours in the cold night air out of doors? 
Not more than one night at any rate. The 
show is doomed to failure. Horse shows have 
lost their interest anyway. Why did Chi- 
cago, St. Louls, Kansas City abandon their 
horse shows? Be€ause they did not pay. 
“Mr. Heyworth proposed to the board of 
governors that the horse show be held’ and 
influenced them to vote $2,000 for it. I was 
not at that meeting: As soon ag I heard of 
it I called up W. C. Thorne, president of tlie 
club, and asked him to call a special meet- 
ing of the governors to reconsider this ac- 
tion. Mr. Thorne consented at first, but Mr. 
Hey worth talked him out of the idea. There- 
upon I secured the names of six directors to 
a petition, which forced the president to call 
the governors together. 
‘“*I explained to them that the bylawe of 
the club prohibited the expenditure of club 
funds for any butclub purposes. The upshot 
was the action setting aside $2,000 was re- 
scinded. Then ten men who were enthu- 
siastic for the horse show came forward 
and guaranteed $10,000 for it. 


Promoters Confident of Success. 
Mr. Heyworth evaded a discussion of the 
controversy. <A. L. Swift, one of the ten 
guarantors of the show, said the success 
of the affair was assured. 
“ Besides the $10,000 gubscribed,”’ said Mr. 
Swift, ‘900 season tickets have been sold 
at $10 each and 100 boxes at $100 a box. 
There is $19,000 which can be counted on, 
rain or shine. We figure the expenses of the 
show will not be more than $22,000. “We sure- 
ly shall take Im $3,000 with any sort of at- 
tendance. We should make quite a sum of 
money.”

BEARS GIVE PRESIDENT SLIP. 


All Members of Bruin Tribe in Cane- 
brakes Near Stamboul, La., Vanish 
as Roosevelt Appears. 


Stamboul, La.,; Oct. 7.~—[{Special.}—Up to a 
late hour this afternoon the president had 
fatied to get a bear. He left his camp or 
horseback at sunrise thie morning and went 
through the canebrakes on the banks of the 
Tensas river. 
A courier came into@tamboul this evening 
from the camp and reported that the presi- 
dent had notreturned. The supposition was 
therefore that he had not been successful, as 
the game would have been brought into 
camp if he had killed anything. He car- 
ried’a noon luncheon and a bottle of water 
in his saddle bag.

SUSPENSION OF PILOT UNJUST, 
SAY MEN OF ROOSEVELT PARTY 


Pittsburgers on’ Voyage Down Missis-_ 
sippi Assert That at No Time Was 
President’s Craft in Danger.

Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 7.— {Special.]—The 
Pittsburg party of river men who accom- 
panied President Roosevelt part way down 
the Mississippi returned to Pittsburg this 
morning, much dissatisfied at the suspension 
of Pilot Clarence Nichols of the steamer 
Fred J. Hartweg, whose license was an- 
nulled for six months on direct orders from 
President Roosevelt. The Pittsburg river 
men do not believe that at any time the Mis- 
sissippi, on which the president was, was in 
danger. Capt. John Moran said: 

‘IT was on board the Mississippi and am 
able to judge of what did happen. The whole 
thing was a tempest in a teapot, and would 
be ridiculous were it not for the injustice 
that has been done Ptlot Nichols. The whole 
thing was caused by the president taking an 
unusual] view of something which an experi- 
enced river man would have thought nothing 
of. The Hartweg did not come closer than 
100 feet to the president's boat, and at notime 
was the Hartweg in any danger of hitting

Within the pile of verbiage there lurks the 
most pernicious principles and vicious poli- 
tics that ever wrecked a republic or de- 
stroyed the rights of a people. 
“The constitution of the United States is 
to this aman a blank piece of paper upon 
which he would write anything that his 
judgment might prompt or his political for- 
tunes dictate. 
“TI am convinced, more now than ever be- 
fore, that a constitutional convention ought 
«| to be called and certain changes made in the 
constitution to sult the conditions which 
eonfront us today and which were not 
dreamed of by the framers of the constitu- 
tion of 1787. 
“TI believe unless a convention shall be 
called and the constitution amended the 
change which Mr. Roosevelt desires to make 
by construction will be carried out, ~— 
when once the barriers are broken down ahd 
all regard for the constitution as originally 
written shall be thrown to the winds, and the 
fiat of the president shall. be the only chart 
to guide us, the republic will be on the verge 
of dissolution or perhaps on the high road 
to imperialism. 

Spasmodic Will Supreme. 
“Mr. Roosevelt is a revolutionist. He has 
no respect fon the laws of his country, con- 
stitutional or statutory, if they happen to in- 
terfere with the consummation of any of his 
schemes or plahs. The fiat of his spasmodic 
will, superinduced by consuming vanity, is 
the only law that he respects. 
‘ But withal he is a remarkable man and 
has a wonderful hold upon the imagination 
of the people. No man has ever lived in this 
republic who could have acted as he has acted 
toward the southern people—said what he has

New York, Oct. 7.—[Special.]—John B..Me- 
Donald recited before the public service com- 
mission today the inside history of his flop 
in the early part of 1905 from the Belmont to 
the Metropolitan Street railway interests. 
Mr. McDona!d said that he had had a misun- 
derstanding with Mr. Belmont both in regard 
to plans for future work and in regard to 
financial matters, and that he had gone over 
to the other side under assurances that the 
Metropolitan Street railway conrpany would 
build new subways if the contrdct was award- 
ed to it. ne 

Mr. McDonald went ahead upon these as- 
surances and entered into obligations. But 
one day when he was in the midst of his plans 
hq awoke to the fact that the Metropolitan 
and the Interborough companies had merged. 
Mr. McDonald declared that he knew abso- 
lutely nothing about the merger until he saw 
the announcement on the bulletin boards. 

He protested, and the Metropolitan Securt- 
ties company paid him $150,000 for a release 
from its contract obligations in connection 
with the proposed extension of, the subway 
system and $100,000 for a further release from 
obligations in connection with the McDonald 
project of building two tunnels under the 
North river. Besides this the Interborough- 
Metropolitan entered into a five year contract 
with Mr. McDonald, agréeing to pay him 
$50,000 a year for the privilege of calling upon 
him in@the future. Thus far McDonald has 
been drawing his salary and waiting for a 
call. 

$250,000 Paid and Listed as Asset. 

Mr. Ivins pointed out that notwithstanding 
the fact that the scheme of subway and tun- 
nel construction has been abandoned the en- 
tire $250,000 paid out by the Metropolitan 


“property and franchise accounts,” thus 


constituting an asset. 

But what interested the commission chiefly 
was the fact that the Metropolitan Securities 
company, under its contracts with Mr. Mc- 
Donald, was apparently not obligated to 
bear any of the expense of constructing the 
new subway system. So far as the eqntracts 
submitted today show, the Metropolitan com- 
pany agreed only to establish a system of 
transfers with the subway lines. 

The financing of the subway enterprise was 
undertaken by a syndicate of individuals 
who entered into a hard and fast agreement

Syndicate Behind the Subway.

This syndicate was composed of 
Thomas F. Ryan, Anthony N. Brady, Nor- 
man B. Ream, Edward J. Berwind, and P. A. 
B. Widener. The syndicate was to stand be- 
hind a new subway company to the extent 
of $55,000,000. An issue of bonds by the sub- 
way company up to $120,000,000 was agreed 
upon. Each member of the syndicate was to 
be held liable for one-fifth of the $55,000,000. 
Mr. McDonald, the cormtractor, was to get 
81-3 per cent of the capital stock of the new 
suhway company; and all the rest was to 
have -been turned over to the syndicate. 

It wasn’t until Sept. 15 of the same year 
that Mr. McDonald entered int®} a contract 
with the public service corporation of New 
Jersey for the construction of two tunnels 
under the North river. .

sea. for nearly’a year, reached Chicago yes- 
terday with V. Stefansson, ethnologist of the 
expedition. : 

To the Chicago friends of Erneet De Koven 
Leffingwell, representing the University of 
Chicago, who wage jointly in command of the 
expedition, the most important news brought 
by Stefansson is that Leffingwell is safe in 
northérn seas with“Other members of the ex- 
péedition. .Although he was present when 
the expedition’s ship; Duchess of Bedford, 
Ment down, and at one time ‘was compelled 
to eat one of the dogs whieli made up his 
team, he is reported none the worse for the 
experience. 
** The main object of the expedition—that 
of discovering whether there is any land in 
Beauford sei—has been accomplished,” said 
Mr. Stefansson. ‘‘ Extensive cruising about 
the sea and the taking of experimental sound- 
ings convinced the members of the party that 
there is no land there. 


Lefingwell.to Return Home. 
“ There were many otber discoveries of 
general interest to scientists.ae-well as ad- 
ventures that seemed more or less exciting at 
| the time. . There will be another cruise in the 
sea next year, but Mr. Leffingwell will not 
be: of the party. He is a geologist and, as 
no land has been found, he has little further 
inter@st In the expedition. I do not know 
exactly when he will returh to Chicago. 
“It was early in September, 1906, that the 
Duehess of Bedford first became icebound off 
Fianxman isiand. It had to remain there ai! 
winter, and on March 17 it sprang an uncon- 
trolieble leak and all hands set to unloading 
provisions and such valuables as could be 
saved before she sank. 
“ Probably the most exaiting adventure in 
which Leffingwell participated was .when he 
sterted out on a trip tothe mail station, 200 
miles from the icebound ship. He @xpected 
to make the trip on eleds in fifteen days. He 
encountered all sorts of obstacles, however, 
‘and the trip constm irty-five days. Of 
@6urse his provisions, which had been intend- 
ed for half the time, were gone. Leffingwell 
was compelled to eat one of his dogs to keep 
from starving. Dog meat isn't so‘had after 
one géts over his prejudice against it. It 
is better than much of the meat served in Chi 
cago restaurants.”

GETS AFTER BIBLE CRITICS. 


Big Gospel Tent Is Filled and Five 
Conversions Are Reported. 


If any person entered the big gospel tent 
at North Clark and Chestnut streets last 
night imbued in any degree with his im- 
portance in the world, he went away dis- 
abused of the delusion. 

Evangelist R. A. Torrey, who is conduct- 
ing the revival meetings for the Laymen’s 
Evangelical association, produced figures to 
prove the insignificance of man in the uni- 
vorse. 

“Just think how small you are!” he ex- 
claimed. ‘‘ You are one out of 1,500,000,000 
human inhabitants of this globe. It would 
take 1,400,000 earths to makethesun. There 
are 1,000,000 suns in our universe, and, so 
scientists say, there are an infinite number 
of universes. And greater than all these put 
together is God." 

In spite of the inclement weather, the tent 
was nearly filled to its capacity of 5,000. 
On account of a hitch in the execution of the 
contract, the steam heating plant will not 
be in operation till Thursday night, but the 
canvas auditorium Was not uncomfortable, 
and the men did not avail themselves of 
the liberty extended by Dr. Torrey to keep 
their hats on, 


Five Persons Are Converted. 

Seekers of religion were invited forward 
during the singing at the close of the sermon. 
In the two front rows they were taken charge 
of by that veteran campaigner for souls, 
William Jacoby, who parceled them out to 
volunteer personal workers from Dr. Tor~ 
rey’s organization. Then followed individual 
consultations over the bible, prayer on bend- 
ed knees, and, finally, the enrollment of five 
converts in the books. 
D. W. Potter presided and Dr. A. M. White 
of Grace Methodist Episcopal church made 
a preliminary five minute talk. 
‘Scientists may talk about the missing 
link—they are all missing,”’ said Dr. Torrey 
in discussing the proof of the existence of 
God. ‘“ There is not a single case in which the 
transmutation of species has been observed.

The fact is that evolution 
must always remain, as Huxley admitted, an 
unproved hypothesis. 
“Why, just suppose for a moment, as the 
evolutionists claim, that all life In the world 
came into existence from some primordial 
protoplasm. That would be more wonderful 
in itself than if it were'created as man found 
it. For then the wonderful question would 
be: Who put life into the primordial proto- 
plasm?’ 

Bible Critics Are Assaltiled. 

The evangelist went on to say that not only 
all nature but ry as well, proves the 
existence of 
“Men,” he said, “ have tried to read the 
miracles out of the gospels and leave just 
the life and oheracter of Jesus. The most 
conspicuones attempt of this kind was that 
of David Strauss, the great German scholar, 
whose ‘Lldéfe of Jesus” swept the universi- 
ties of Emgland and Burope as they never 
had been by any destructive criticiem. But 
under analysis the argument of Strauss fel! 
to pleces and his work today is regarded only 
as @ monument to a great but misdirected 
genius. . 
“Then came Ernest Renan who, with 
his fascinating style, seemed to have suc- 
ceeded where Strauss had failed. But his 
‘Life of Jesus’ met the same fate. It is no 
longer accepted. Ali such efforts have failed. 
This much is proved by these failures—that 
the story of Jesus of Nazareth in the four 
gospels is real history. And if this history 
of the man who was crucified and who rose 
from the dead is true, then the life of Jesus 
proves the existence of God.”

Gen. Booth at Press Club Out- 
lines Scheme’ for Great 
Schools of Humanity. 


NOT FOND OF FEASTING. 


Salvation Army Léader Has Spe- 
cial Diet; No Fish, Flesh, 
or Fowl. 


Gen. Booth’s plan for two great universities 
of humanity—institutions at which the cadets 
of the Salvation army would be trained for 
thelr future battles with sin and misery in 
the slums—was outlined by himself in an 
address at the Press club yesterday. The 
Solvation army leader was guest at a noon- 
day luncheon given by the club. 

“Before I pass away,’’ said Gen. Booth, 
“I hope to see well on foot a movement for 
the inauguration of these universities of hu- 
manity, one in America, the other in Europe. 
I believe the scheme will not be one difficult 
to accomplish by an army of loyal men and 
women such as I have about me, and the 
good that will be done is not to be measured 
by words.” 


Puzzled by the Ministers. 

Gen. Booth briefly referred to the work of 
the Salvation army. : 

“We have worked with the humbler 
classes,’’ he said, ‘‘ but all our work {fs that 
of Christianity. Sometimes I confess I am 
puzzled by the attitude of the minigters and 
theological students of the churches, and I 
wonder what they hope to accomplish by 
their methods. As for myself, I am thor- 
oughly satisfied with my work. 

“When I started I gave up the friendship 
of the people of the better class, I gave up 
hope of wealth, and I abandoned ambition. 
Now I have found all that I gave up.. Had I 
wished it IT could be wealthy. My publica- 
tions have brought me thousands of dollars, 
but every cent of it has gone back as it came, 
for the betterment of the condition of hu- 
manity, for making people happy. Similarly 
Ihave the best of friends in all classes, and 
so far as ambition is concerned, ff I am not 
the best known man in the world I am prayed 
for the most."’ 

. Gen. Booth made an earnest plea to the 
newspaper men present for codperation in 
the work of the army. 

Before Gen. Booth spoke speeches were 
made by Milton Bucklin, George D. Prentiss, 
and Louis F. Post. About 800 members of 
the club sat down to the luncheon with Gen.

Despite the luncheon and other similar en- 
tertainments for: Gen. Booth, it has leaked 
out that the leader of the Salvation army, 
while appreciating the spirit, fails utterly to 
enjoy the culinary achievements of chefs in 
preparing for and catering to his appetite.

Midday meal, to be taken about 12:30—

that may be convenient. 

Tea, about 4:30—~The same as breakfast 
with the addition of a few mushrooms, if in 
season. 

Supper, generally about 8, but rarely later 
than 10 o’clock—Plain milk pudding, rice or 
tapioca without sugar, and stewed fruit 
without sugar. }

For many months Principal Minard has 
been trying to impress upon. the board of 
education the necessity of equipping the 
fourth story of his schoo! butiding with addi- 
tional classrooms. Although 600 pupils now 
are compelled to attend the school in half 
day, sessions, the school authorities have 
felt up to yesterday that other sections of 
| the city had more pressing claims. 

Now, however, tt seems probable that Prin- 
cipal Minard will get his fourth story, and 
Mr. Minard is convinced that it is all because 
his pupils got out of the building in the morn- 
ing in exactly 1 minute and 42 seconds. The 


timing Was done by President Otto C. 
Schneider of the school board. 


President Schneider’s Visit. 

Since. his inauguration as president Mr. 
Schneider has formed the habit of taking 
little trips of investigation‘ to the warious 
school buildings. 
Yesterday he went out to the Marquette 
school. Principal Minard said, a bit nerv- 
ously, that he was glad to see him. After 
a tour of the rooms the president returned, 
beaming approval of what he had seen, to 
the principal's office. The conversation 
turned on fire protection.” 
“ No,” said the principal, ‘*the school isn’t 
of fireproof construction, bit it’s well built, 
and, anyway, I can get every one out of the 
building in two minutes.”’ 
“ Well, let’s see you do it,’’ said President 
Schneider, promptly. 
Without a word, Principal Minard stepped 
to the big gong in the hall and sounded five 
strokes. President Schneider pulled out his 
watch. 
In a moment there was a rumbling of many 
feet on the stairs, and the children and teach- 


the pencils and books they had been holding 
when the gong sounded. <A word from the 
principal reassured their fears—they didn’t 
quite know whether the alarm was “ real ”’ 
or not—and they filed, grinning broadly, out 
into the school yard. 
When the last one had left the building 
President Schneider looked at his watch 
again. 

“One mimute and 42 seconds!”’ he an- 
nounced. ‘‘ One minute and 37 seconds after 
the gong stopped. Fine! That’e the best 
thing.I have seen in a long time!”’ 


Much Impressed by Drill. 
Later in the day, at his office at the board 
rooms, the president told of his experience. 
“They need that fourth story,” he said 
“They are fearfully overcrowded, and the 
work that is being done there is excellent. 
No, the addtion is not inthe superintendent’s 
report on building needs, but I shall recom- 
mend it." 
The cost of equipping the fourth floor of the 
school will be. between $4,000 and $5,000.

CHICAGO AND BABYLON. 

An enthusiastic clergyman has becn 
giving his opinion of Chicago. It is bis 
impression that this metropolis ‘is “ ihe 
modern Babylon,” and he adds to the 
value of the simile by. saying that “ prac- 
tically the whole population have ihe 
fight. of their lives to escape being i:- 
guifed in the general maelstrom of wick- 
edness.” | | 

Now, what the reverend gentleman may 
know about Babylon or maelstroms is, 
perhaps, not more extensive than his 
seeming knowledge of Chicago. In many 
particulars, which possibly have not oc- 
curred to him, Chicago has no objection 
to a comparison with the ancient Baby- 
lon, which was, for its day, a remarkably 
enlightened, progressive, and influential 
city. In architecture, in art, in everythiug 
that tended to display the achievements 
of human ability, the beautiful city was 
preéminent, and to this,extent Chicago. :s 


ly recognizes its justice. But it is pre- 
sumed that the reverend gentleman is 
thinking of thg Babylon as somewhat 
curtly and rebukingly described by St. 
John the Divine in Revelation, and that 
further than this he has only the vague 
suspicién of Babylon which the Hon. 
Bardwell Slote entertained of the dodo. 
“I don’t know what a dodo is,” sail’ 
Mr. Slote, musingly, ‘but I’ll bet it’s some- 
thing nasty.” 

Undoubtedly there are “ plague spots” 
here and there in Chicago, as there may 
have been in Babylon, and probably Chi- 
‘cago has ite share of a frivolities, ills, 
and crimes. But the reputable citizeus 
of Chicago who constitute the vast ma- 
jority of its population are not desperate- 
ly struggling “to escape being ingulfed 
in the general maelstrom of wickedness,” 
‘It is not necessary. A man may live a 
peaceful and well ordered life hereabout 
without encountering any ingulfing mael- 
strom, and a great many decent people 
live and die in Chicago without knowing 
that their lives have been a constant fight 
against a torturing environment of sin 
and despair.

PUNISHING THE VICTIM. 
Apparently there is a lull in the work 
of running down and prosecuting cocaine 
sellers. It is contended that the law is 
not strong enough. The users of the drug 
are frequently caught and punished. They 
can be found withont an effort. 

When cocaine users are brought before 
a judge and fined it rarely happens that 
they are able to pay the fine, and the sen- 
tence is therefore practically one of im- 
prisonment. Supposing that prisoners are 
not supplied secretly with cocaine during 
their imprisonment, are the surroundings 
and influences such that they- will be free 
from the grip of the habit when they are 
released? It cannot be claimed that any 
curative or preventive process is applied 
to these prisoners other than an enforced 
deprivation of the drug, and this is some- 
times evaded. The victims of the drug 
habit are treate@the same as other pris- 
oners. When released some few may 
avoid the drug which made trouble foc 
them, but more hasten to satisfy their long 
craving for it. 

/ The sale of the drug should be regv- 
lated as strictly as possible. The men who 
profit by its illegal sale should be fined | 
and imprisoned and their business broken 
up, but at the same time some effort 
should Se made to redeem the victims. 
The suggestion has been made that the 
city maintain alcoholic wards in connec- 
tion with the house of correction. There 
should also be provision for drug victime. 
The use of cocaine is a more unnatural 
thing than the use of liquor, and its con- 
sequences far more disastrous. If every 
one of its victims could be placed under 
proper treatment for an indefinite period 
until pronounced cured the vice would 
never again be, as now, an efficient ally of 
crime. Cocaine users are among the most 
irresponsible persons at liberty. No one 
can tell what they will do; and they them- 
selyes do not know what they are doing. 
They should be locked up, but treated as 
patients. They should be discharged cured 
if they can be cured. The city would 
save money by helping these unfortunates, 


THE MINISTER’S SALARY. 

The agitation in the ranks of the minis- 
ters of the Methodist church for the in- 
crease of salaries is the result of condi- 
tions measurably the same in other de- 
nominations. The average salary paid a 
minister of the gospel is much smaller than 
that paid in almost any other profession. 
It is little wonder that the general ad- 
vance in living expenses has made this 
question one of vital importance to the 
ministers. 

In churches of the Methodist denomina- 
tion the situation is exceptional because it 
has always been noted for its missionary 
work. It has established its outposts 
everywhere, furnishing opportunities for 
religious training in the new towns, among 
the poor, in regions where the populatica 
is scattered and where there is little com- 
munity of interest. The circuit rider has 
been the advance agent of the denomina- 
tion, the self-supporting local church often 
following long after the pioneer efforts of 
men who have had to preach three times 
on a Sunday in different villages, using 
The time between services to make the 
needed journey from point to point.

ADY FPRRERS’ death is of so recent 
occurrence that the report gemt over 
from London to the effect that the ear! 
is about to marry an American woman 
of considerable wealth Is calculated to 

distress both him and the family of the late 
countess, the more so as there is not a shadow 
of foundation for the rumor. 

Lord Ferrers ie 60 years of age and hes 

rno children. Of course it is possible that he 
may eventually marry again, and perhaps 
not only restore the sadly shattered: fortunes 
of his house, through a matrimonia/ alliance, 
but likewise become the father of one or more 
sons. 

The late marquis of Donegal was over 80 
when he married for the third time, leaving 
ason by this tardy union to inherit his honors, 
while Lord Bolingbroke wags 78 when he mar- 
ried for the second time, and was 76 when he 
became the father of the present Viscount 
Bolingbroke and St. John, who is now eleven 
years of age. 

For the present {t ie Walter Shirley, an 
architect, son of the late bishop of Sodor 
and Man, who is the heir presumptive to the 
earldom of Ferrers, to the viscounty of Tam- 
worth, and to the baronetcy of Shirley, and, 
although the present Ear! Ferrers is the tenth 
earl of his line, Walter Shirley is obliged to 
go back to the first ear!, from whose fourth. 
son, Laurence, he is descended, in order to 
establish his relationship. 

The Shirleys are not unknown in the Unit- 
ed States, and Ralph Shirley, the only broth- 
er of Walter, future earl Ferrers, has been 
in late years identified over here with the 
cult of occultism, and@ even started at Chi- 
cago an American edition of his Occult 
Review, a magazine claiming to devote it- 
self to the scientific investigation of ghosts, 
spiritism, and other manifestations of the 
same character. His venture did not prove 
successful in the United States, which, sinke 
his return to his home in England, he ge- 
nounces as a land of the Philistines. 
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Neither the present earl nor yet Walter 
and Ralph Shirley is in any way descended 
from that fourth ear! who, fer the murder 
of his old land steward, Johnson, was tried 
for his life in 1760 by his peers in the house 
oflords and sentenced to death by Lord High 
Chancellor Henley, who presided at the trial 
as lord high steward. The earl, who left no 
children by his marriage, drove to the gal- 
lows at Tyburn, where the marble arch now 


 stands<n London, In his oWn estate coach and 


six—that bsto say, the carriage, ali gilded 
and coromettea;-that was otherwise used at 


opening of parliament. 

The scaffold had been hung with black by 
the undertakers, at the expense of the fami- 
ly. and the rope with which he was hanged 
was of silk instead of hemp. It wasat his 
execution that the drop was used for the first 
time in England in place of the old syetem of 
cart and ladder. The drop, it is reported, did 
not work well. It is on record that fhe 

toes touched the ground and 

he “suffered a _ifittle, having 

time to raise the cap. But the exe- 

cutioner pulled it down again, and then 

they pulled his legs so that he was soon out 
of pain and quite dead in four minutes.’’ 

After he had been left hanging for an hour 
he was buried in old St. Pancras church 
yard, where twenty years later his remains 
were disinterred and conveyed to the family 
mausoleum at Staunton Harold, near Ash- 
by-de-la-Zouch, where they now repose. 
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This earl was separated from his wife, and, 
ae she refused to hold any communication 
with him after his arrest and trial for mur- 
der, he cursed her on the scaffoid, and pre- 
dicted for her a horrible death by fire. After 
his execution she married Lord Frederick 
Campbell, brother of the duke of Argyl], and 
lived for nearly fifty years afterwards. But 
she was always haunted by the terrible curse 
of her first husband, and her fears Increased 
with age; so much so that she caused a suite 
of fireproof rooms to be specially constructed 
for her at a considerable expense at her liome 
in Coombe Bank. Despite these precautions 
she was burnt to death im her bed, having 
failem asleép while reading, and the hangings 
of her bed having caught fire from the lamp 
by her bedside. This took place just a 
hundred years ago. : 

Walter Shirley, the negt-earl, is'a rich man, 
thatks to his wife, who is a daughter and 
heirees of the late Robert Moon, and he has 
several children. Like Lord Ferrers, he can 
claim the same descent as the first president 
of the United States. For the first ear] Fer- 
rers married Blizabeth Washington, only 
chilé and helress of Laurence Washington. 
Laurence’s elder brother, Robert Washing- 
ton, was the lord of the manor of Sutgrave, 
from whom George Washington, the first 


president of the United States, ig lineally 


and in the male line descended. 

It is likewise worthy of note that a con- 
nection of the fourth earl Ferrers, who was 
hanged for murder, and a namesake of the 
future earl Ferrers—namely: Waiter Shir- 
ley, was colonial goverror of Massachusetts 
and commander in chief of the British forces 
in America at the time of the commencement 
of those troubles between the American col- 
omies and the mother country which cul- 
minated in the revolutionary War and in the 
declaration of independence, 
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The Shirleys are one of the most ancient 
famiiies in England, and are on historical! 
record as having been established at Nether 
Etingdon in the reign of Eward the Con- 
fessor, and the Christian name of Sewallus, 
borne by the Shirleys at the court of King 
Edward the Confessor, is still berne by the 
Earl Ferrers of Aoday. 

Moreover, Nether Etingdon, sometimes 
known as Etingdon Park, in Warwickshire, !s 
to this dey in the possession of an un- 
titled branch of the Shirley family, the pres- 
ent owner being Sewallus Evelyn Shirley, 
who was a member of parliament for County 
Monaghan. 

The barony of Ferrers came into the Shir- 
ley family through the marriage of Sir 
Henry Shirley to Lady Dorothy Devereux, 
younger daughter of Queen Elizabeth's fa- 
vorite, Robert Devereux, ear! of Essex, who 
was likewise Lord Ferrers. On the death of 
Lord Essex his barony of Ferrers fell into 
abeyance, whence it was called by 
Charles II. in favor of Sir Robert Shirley, 
grandson of Lady Dorothy Devereux, above 
mentioned. 

Subsequently King Charvep advanced him 
to the dignities of Viscount Tamworth and 
Earl Ferrera. Chartley castie has passed 
out of the possession of the present Ferrers 
in consequence of financial disasters, and he 
has also been obliged to dispose of the famous 
herd of wild white cattle of Chartley, with 
which the fortunes of his house have been 
identified for centuries, to the duke of Bed- 
ford, who has them now at Weburn Abbey. 
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Although the supreme head of the royal 
hougeholad and court at Berlin bears the 
title of *‘ minister of the royal house’ and 
ranks as a minister of state, yet he is nota 
member of the cabimet and has noseat inthe 
legislature of the kingdom of Prussia, nor 
of. the German empire, and has no parila- 
mentary responsibility. 

I write this in reply to a reader who has 
asked for an explanation of what is meant 
by the announcement recently made in these 
letters to the effect that Baron vow Wedel 
had resigned his office of minister of the 
house at Berlin, and had been succeeded by 
Count Augustus Eulenburg. 

Strictly speaking, the minister of the house 
is not a servant or officer of the state, but 
the highest dignitary of the court, and the 
only state functions which he may be said 
to fulfill are those of grand notary and grand 
registrar of the crown on the occasion of 
births, marriages, and deaths of members of 
the reigning family. 

His principal duties, however, dre the man- 
agement, the administration, and the control 
of the civil list, of the immense crown prop- 
erty, which comprises estates, mines, manu- 
factories, irow works, canais, railroads, and 
steamship companies, besides investments, 
both at home and abroad. 

He is likewise the supreme head of the 
court, and all the officiale connected there- 
with, from the grand chamberlain down to 
the humblest wood chopper in any of the 
crown forests, are under his orders. In fact, 
he iat the head of an army of many thousand 
employés, of high and low degree. 

The grand marshal of the household, whose 
duties have until now been fulfiliea by Count 
Eulenburg, has the immediate direction of 
the household of the emperor, but subordi- 
nate, of course, to the minister of the house.

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U.S. PLAN WINS AT TAB HAGUE 


Committee Votes Strongly for 
Obligatory Arbitration. 


I8 VICTORY FOR J. H. CHOATE. 


Delegate Scott, an American, Squelches 
Austro-Hungarian. 


THE HAGUE, Oct. 7.~The approval of this 
evening's session of the committee on arbi- 
tration of the Anglo-American project for 
obligatory arbitration, referred to during the 
course of the debates as the permanent in- 
ternational high court of justice, the court 
of arbitral justice, obligatory arbitration, 
and universal arbitration, is regarded as a 
great victory, especially for the United 
States. 

The first proposition of this subject was 
presented to the conference on July 8 by the 
American delegation, and Joseph H. Choate, 
the first American representative, hes 
worked unceasingly and determinedly for its 
acceptance. 

The project was approved by a majority 
greater than was hoped for. It is essentially 
American, and its hasis, the enunciation of 
the idea of compulsory arbitration, was 
taken bodily from the American proposition. 
The vote today—81 yeas to 9 naye, the coun- 
tries in opposition being Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, Switeerland, Belgium, Roumania, 
Greece, Turkey, Bulgaria, and Montenegro— 
proved that, as M. Renault (France) said in 
the discussion this afternoon, “ Arbitration 
is not a strange beast that must be muzzled.”

American Nations United. 

Another great success for America was 
the unanimity with which all the countries 
of the American continent stood firmly at 
the side of the United States, thus putting an 
end to the impression of lack of harmony 
between the governments of the western 
hemisphere created by reports of recent dis- 
sensions. Only Sefior Barra of Mexico de- 
clared that he would vote against one article 
“i tne proj<ct, his government being of the 
opinion that !t restricts the action of the 
national courts. Dr. Barboza of Brazil and 
Dr. Drago of Argentina made declarations 
of a similar nature. 

The compactness of Latin America was 
more noticeable today, insomuch as it is 
known that Germany exercised strong pres- 
sure to get support from some South Amer- 
ican countries. All the combined efforts 
from Berlin on the different governments at 
their capitals and from Baron Marschall 
von Bieberstein, the head of the German 
delegation, on the delegates here had only 
one effect, that of inducing Austria-Hungary 
to vote against the measure.

James Brown Scott Wins Applause. 

During the afternoon sitting of the com- 
mittee Herr Merey Von Kapos-~Mere (Aus- 
tria-Hungary) caused an incident by ratsing 
the question that it was useless to conclude 
treaties with the United States, as the Amer- 
icans might refuse to ratify them, but he 
received from James Brown Scott of the 
American delegation such a lesson that he 
will remember it for a longtime. The Aus- 
tro-Hungarian delegate declared that, con- 
trary to M. Renault's assertion at the sit- 
ting of last Saturday, conditions in the United 
States, in the matter of arranging treaties, 
were not analogous to those in any other 
state. 

“It is not a question.of good faith, which 
is out of discussion,’ said Herr Merey Von 
Kapos-Mere, “ but #:e government of the 
United States, after concluding a treaty with 
Austria-Hungary, did not ratify it, explain- 
ing that the American senate had imposed a 
condition that ratification would compromise, 
namely, a special agreement to be submitted 
to the senate. This is an obstacle against 
which not only the peace conference but even 
the American government is powerless.”’ 

Mr. Scott then aroge and said at once with 
much irony: “I am touched at the lesson 
on American internal constitutional law 
which the delegate from Austria-Hungary 
has given me. The question of ratification 
and compromise belongs solely to the in- 
ternal constitutional law of the United States. 
It is different from international law, whether 
the compromise be by sovereigns or by leg- 
islative bodies or by both. A foreign gov- 
ernment looks not to the progress, but tothe 
completed act, and it has no right to discuss 
or examine the internal means by which the 
act is concluded. It is the result, not the 
process, which is important. They say the 
United States cannot conclude a compro- 
mise. My reply ts that the American gov- 
ernment has concluded a compromise in the 
very cases submitted to The Hague tribunal.’”’ 
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Squelches the Austro-Hungarian. 

The Austro-Hungarian delegate insisted 
the answer was insufficient in not’ stating 
why the American senate reserved its rat!- 
fication of the compromise. 

Mr. Scott, calmly and with dignity, then 
answered: ‘‘I have only one reply to make. 
The policy of the United States is not a sub- 
ject for discussion at an international con- 
ference.’ 

Hearty applause greeted this short but elo- 
quent reply,*and it made the position of the 
Austro-Hungarian delegate so embarrassed 
he said nothing more. 

An unpleasant incident occurred during to- 
day’s session of the committee. It became 
known that Sefior Machain of Paraguay head 
voted in place of his father-in-law, Sefior 
Medina of Nicaragua, who wasabsent. This 
aroused severe comment, and caused Sefior 
Machain to explain that he did not know he 
could not vote in behalf of anothe delegate. 
The occurrence threatens further develop-

immediate and hearty favor with the public. 
“ Wildfire “ is the name of a horse owned by 
Mrs. Barrington, a charming young widow, 
whose husband, dying supposedly wealthy, 
has left her only a stable of race horses. She 
knows Httle or nothing about sporting mat- 
ters, and she wishes to have none of her 
friends realize that she has the slightest fn- 
terest in anything even remotely connected 
with the racecourse. 

By the assistance of a trainer, Donavan 
by name, who had served her husband, and 
who remains faithful to her, the stable be- 
comes a success and brings her wealth and 
also a secret pleasure in racing itself. Wild- 
fire is about to run and everything points 
to sure victory in the race. The jockey 
that is to ride her is stricken with typhoid 
fever, however, and a new man has to be 
secured. We is found and will ride honestly, 
but a bookmaker who is generally supposed 
to be the owner of the stable—it being in his 
name—tries to queer the race a is pre- 
vented from so doing only by the cleverness 
of the widow, who has learned of his intended 
treachery. 

The widow has two suitors—one an ardent 
automobilist, the other an ardent lover of 
horsefiesh. She favors the latter, but he is 
cast-intos disrepute by a lie spoken by the 
bookmaker, and it is only at the end of the 
final act that matters are set right. and the 
fair sportress stands waiting impatiently for 
the coming of her favored suitor in order to 
tell him that she is his. 

The story is easily and pleasantly told, and 
the dialogue, while thickly spattered in places 
with the jargon of the racecourse, is im- 
mensely diverting, and last evening repeated- 
ly won hearty laughter from the audience.

IN GLOOMY MOOD. 


Despite Road’s Year of Un- 
precedented Prosperity, He- 
Dreads the Future. 


‘FEARS CLAMOR OF PUBLIC. 


Various Contemplated Extension 
Projects of Company to 
Be Suspended. 


The annual report of the Atchison, Topeke 
and Santa Fé railway company, issued yes- 
terday, shows that the year ended June 30, 
1907, was the most prosperous of any in the 
history of the road. The gross earnings were 
$98,683,407, against $80,801,010 for the pre- 
ceding year, or an increase ,of $12,882,397. 
At the same time operating expenses in- 
creased $8,839,415. The net earnings were 
$24,815,505, against $90,702,524 for 1906. 

The average number of miles operated was 
9,273, an increase of 161, and in addition the 
company had under construction 488 miles, 
which was nearly completed June 30. The 
company also controls or is interested jointly 
with other companies in 681 miles additional. 

Despite the excellent showing made, Presi- 
dent E. P. Ripley is not oversanguine over 
the prospects for the future. Because of 
what he terms the “ unfriendly attitude of a 
large part of the public towards railway 
companies,’’ he believes it is prudent to sus- 
pend various extension projects which had 
been contemplated. 


Statement by President Ripley. 

In this connection he says: 

**In order to enable the railway companies 
of the United States to furnish the additional. 
transportation facilities required by the rapid 
growth of the country in population and busi- 
ness activity, it will be necessary to expend 
many hundred millions of dollars of addi- 
ticnal. capital. The power of the railway 
companies to obtain this additional. cap- 
ital has been greatly impaired by loss of 
confidence of investors in the stability and 
security ®f-railroad investments; and this 
loss of confidence has been caused, in great 
measure, by the unfriendly attitude of a 
large part of the’ public towards the rall- 
Way companies, and by the arbitrary. action 
of legislatures and railway commissions in 
reducing rates and imposing burdensome re- 
strictions, often without investigation or con- 
sideration of the consequences, 

“The public, apparently, has failed to ap- 
preciate that capital invested in railwaye 
ylelds moderate returns, having regard to 
the prevailing rates of interest and to the 
Profits upon capital employed in other kinds 
of business and the public also has failed to 
perceive that the whole country is interested 
in mainfaining the prosperity ia financial 
credit of the railway companies. 


Says Net Returns Are Small, 

“Few companies. in tie United com have 
been more prosperous than your company. 
Yet even during the year ended June 30, 
«yi 1907, the most prosperous year in its his- 
tory, net earnings averaged but 6.5 per cent 
on the entire capitalization, which is believed 
to be not in excess of the cost of reproducing 
your company’s properties at the present 
time. Interest and dividend payments for 
the year averaged less than 4.6 per cent on 
your company’s bonds ard stocks. 

“For the last ten years the average net 
earnings were but 4.82 per cent on the entire 
eapitalization and the average interest and 
dividend payments were but 8.71 per cent 
on the bonds and stocks. Even these results 
could be cbtained only through the expendi- 
ture ef enormous sums for the construction 
of extensions and for improvements and addi- 
tional equipment. ‘During the iast ten years 
the sums co expended has amounted to more 
than $110,000,000, while the aggregate sums 
paid to the holders of the preferred and com- 
mon stock amounted to less than $75,000,000. 


Expenditures to Be Limited. 

“Tt is hoped and believed that the public 
will soon realize that its recent attitude to- 
wards railway companies in general has not 
been just to their stockholders and bond- 
holders, and also that unléss the confidence 
of investors In the security and stability of 
railway investments is restored it will be 
impossible to obtain the additional railway 
facilities which are necessary to the develop- 
ment of the country. Under existing condi- 
tions. however, your directors have deemed 
it prudent to suspend various extension 
*profects which were contemplated. and to 
limit the company’s capital expenditures to 
the completion of improvements#to which the 
company is already committed,” 


Large Increase in Earnings. 
During the year the capital stock was in- 
creased $98,000.000. making the total au- 
thorized issue $%250,000.000. Bonds to the 
amount of $26.056,000 were voted, but as they 
were not disposed of until after the close of 
the fiecal year they are not included in the 
report.

MYSTERIOUS BUYING OF LAND 


Brokers Snap Up Property West 
of River, South of VaiBuren. 


MAY BE RAILROAD’S AGENTS. 


Territory Canvassed by Them Em- 
braces Two Entire Blocks. 


Some new big railroad project is believed to 
be behind a mysterious and extensive buying 
movemeiuit in the district south of Van Buren 
street and between Jefferson and Desplaines 
streets. Several brokers have been working 
quietly in the district during the last two 
or three weeks, snapping up property at 
fancy figures in some instances. 

What makes it look like a railroad project 
fe the fact that the buying has. extended 
south of Harrison street, reaching nearly to 
Polk street. .It is thought that no other ex- 
planation accounts for this buying down 
through two long’ blocks. as any private 
enterprise would hardly figuré on occupying 
more than one block. 

One of the largest purcheses said to have 
been completed is the vacant holding of 

Commissioner of Buildings Joseph Downey 
on the-south side of Van Buren street, be- 
tween Jefferson and Desplaines streets, with 
a frontage of 319 feet and a depth of 120 feet. 


Negotiations for Crane Plant. 


Just south {fs the big plant of the Crane 
Elevator company, with a frontage of 257 
feet in Jefferson street and 237 feet in Des- 
plaines street. for which negotiations are 
said to be pending. 

Another of the purchases said to be closed 
is the Schultz & Hirsch property, at 262 
Desplaines street, 50x90 feet. The improve- 
ments are of little value, but the property 
is suid to have sold at $35,000. 

*“ Another reported purchase is 28x100 feet 
on the south side of Harrison street, just 
east of Desplaines street, which, with old 
frame improvements, sold at $400 a foot. 
Negotiations are said to be pending for the 
property adjoining at the southeast corner 
of Harrison and Desplaines streets. Nego- 
tlations are also said to be pending for prop- 
erty belonging to the Pioneer Paper com- 
peny in Desplaines street, between Polk and 
Harrison streets. 


Entire District Is Canvassed. 

The entire district is said to haye been 
canvassed, and it is thought a large part of 
the property has been acquired or put under 
contract. 

Brokers familiar with what is going on are 
at a loss to explain what is behind it, except 
the belief that. it is some kind of a railroad 
project, and probably a new freight ter- 
minal. There are some who think the Penn- 
sylvania road may be behind it, and that 
possibly it means a new passenger terminal 
for that road, but the opinion is that the 
location is too far west for that purpose, 
and that if the Pennsylvania remains on 
the west side it will continue at its present 
location, with probable enlargements. 


New Site for Steel Company. 
The Scully Steel company, one of the large 
concerns forced to: seek new quarters be- 
cause of the new Northwestern terminal, has 
acquired under a long term lease a tract 
of 365,000 square feet betweeen Twenty-sec- 
ond street and the river, Morgan street, and 
the canal, and will build thereon an extensive 
modern plant.

The ap- 
pearance of several striketreakers who 
walked out Saturday nigbt was a sign for 
considerable enthusiagm.. These declared 
that the telegraph service was not improving, 
as the officials of the companies claim, and 
that the offices were far behind norma] run- 
ning expenses. 

A massmeeting of Chicago union Jabor 
leadere and delegates will be held tonight 
at the Chicago Federation of Labor head- 
quarters, 275 La Salle street, to consider 
ways and means for financing the telegra- 
phers’ strike in the event of no settlement 
within the present week. 


Blank Book Makers-Walk Out: 

The lst of the striking pressmen and book- 
binders was increased during the day, when 
a strike wae called at the Chicago Shipping 
and Receipt Book company, 491 West Kinzie 
street, and twenty-eight blank book makers 
walked out, The number on strike now is 
about 100 pressmen and 150 bookbinders. 

After some doubt as to the place of meeting 
the International Photo Engravers’ annual 
convention opened at the Grand Pacific hotel 
in spite of the fact that nonunion telegra- 
phers are being housed there. Precautions 
have beem taken by: the hotel management 
to prevent any: friction between union and 
nonunion guests. 

Cc. J. Camp, former secretary and treas- 
urer of the milkmen’s union, who was ac- 
cused of misapplication of funds some time 
ago, was held in $8,000 bonds for the action 
of the grand jury. 


Carmen Have Prosperous Year. 

The first news of the convention of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street afd Elec- 
tric Railway Employés of America was re- 
ceived by local carmen during the day. The 
tenth annual convention is in progress in Odd 
Fellows’ hall, in New Orleans, with an at- 
tendance of 200 delegates. The president's 
report for the two year period from Sept. 1, 
1905, to Sept. 1, 1907, showed the granting of 
seventy-seven new charters and a total en- 
rollment of 35,224 members, an increase of 
over 6,000. It also set forth that 172 divisions 
of the association have secured wage in- 
creases aggregating $5,000,00@ and‘that 114 
divisions, as against sixty-six of two years 
ago, are working under written union agree- 
ments. Of twenty-seven strikes nineteen 
were settied satisfactorily to the union car- 
men.

STRENGTH ABROAD AIDS. 


liverpool Advances Sharply De- 
-spite Bearish Statisties; Cash 
Situation Strong. 


To the accompaniment of a bullish roar, 
got surpassed in volume since the boom days 
of last spring, the price of wheat for May 
delivery was boosted yesterday toanew high 
fevel for the crop year. So active and urgent 
was the buying by shorts and longs alike 
that it was not long after the session started 
that the 1908 future was advanced 2c from 
the previous close to $1.00%. This price was 
too tempting to the longs with quick born 
profits, and as a result of realizing sales a 
good part of the gain was lost. Final que- 
tations represented net advances of 1%4c for 
December, 14@ 1% c for May, and %c for July. 

The day’s news offerings were strongly fa- 
yorable to the cause of the price defenders. 
although several important items fitted well 
fa the argument of the market pessimists. 
Despite heavy wor!d's shipments last week— 
18,784,000 bu, against 11,565,000 bu the corre- 
sponding period in 1906, with Russia again a 
generous contributor—and a big increase in 
the suppties on ocean passage, Liverpoo! ad- 
All the leading continenta! 
markets except Budapest also displayed 
strength. Offerings in all the European mar- 
kets were light, and at Liverpoo! bulls, ap- 
parentiy more confident of their position, 
becamé more aggressive in their tactics. 


Strength in Cash Situation. 


Further strengthening of the general cash 
situation, foreign and domestic, figured as a 
foremost factor in the upturn. The home 
demand was brisk at all princ!pal markets. 
premiums being sweetened, and, while the 
bulge checked the tnquiry from abroad. for- 
eigners took freely of the far from pressing 
Milwaukee reported a sale of No.

MAY FORM TRUST COMPANY. 


Three Large Banks Considering Project 
of a Big Concern. 


A number of queries as to the question of 
South Side Elevated dividends has prompted 
inquiry into the matter with the result that 
it can be announced that the dividends will 
be continued at the present rate until the 
earnings warrant a larger one. 

No further interest will be paid out of con- 
struction account. since construction work 
is practically finished with the exception ofa 
few odds and ends. Beginning with July as 
the date when the new work was completed, 
the company earned and is earning both in- 
terest and dividends and ts expected of course 
to continue so. The business is growing. 

The Kenwood extension is carrying a dally 
average of nearly 6000 passengers and is 
more than paying the interest on tHe invest- 
ment. which is all the South Side elevated 
has to do. The Kenwood extension was built 
by the Union stockyards people out of the 
proceeds of an issue of bonds. The elevated 
railroad, beginning with the operation of 
the branch, guarantees the interest on the 
amount 6 al used in construction and 
amount of capital bonds. The same wil! be 
true of the stockyards extension. No costs 
to the elevated will be entailed until after the 
road is turned over ready for operation. 


Big Trust Company Proposition. 

A proposition has been presented to three 
large local national banks to organize a 
trust company, to be backed by the three 
institutions and controlled by a board se- 
lected from the diregtories of the three banks. 
Incidentally the plah provides for trust com- 
pany branches in different parts of the city 
for the convenience of depositors. 

The capital proposed is around $3,000,000. 
The matter has not met with a great deal of 
favor, although a meeting of representatives 
of three institution was held some time ago. 

A feature which does nat appeal to most 
bankers is the idea of branch institutions. 
The average trust annex to a’ national bank 
affords every facility for evil banking prac- 
tices. Wrong actions may not be performed, 
but there is nothing prevent them should 
those in authority for any reason find it con- 
venient to deviate from the proper banking 
course. And so far as bank managements 
are concerned, they are always right till they 
are wrong. 

While the scheme for such a big trust com- 
pany may or may not be carried out, the 
chances are against the organization of the 
institution. The banks which would le be- 
hind it have capital and surplus of $22,000,- 
000 and deposits of $154,000,000. 


New York Situation. 

John J. Mitchell has just returned from 
New York. Speaking of the banking situa- 
tion there, he said: 

‘“* There isn’t much new to be said. The 
banks are feeling better. 

“The treasury. department is.in a posi- 
tion to render a great deal of aid. To date 
I understand it has deposited with the na- 
tional banks but $7,000,000, whereas there 
was available a fund of $50,000,000. / With 
$43,000,000 in reserve to be distributed over 
the period when deposits are to be placed 
with the banks, the treasury can do much 
good in affording relief should stringencies 
occur.”’ : 

Local Money Close as Ever. 

The week opens with money close at Chi- 
cago banks. The earliest return of currency 
is expected to be from the south. The de- 
mand from that quarter for taking care of 
the cotton crop has been strong. Within the 
next ten days there is a feeling that the 
export movement of cotton should begin to 
tell in easing the situation with the lending 
banks. 

While the demand continues almost as 
strong as ever, deposits with a number of the 
local banks ‘are working lower. This to some 
extent aggravates the situation.

Mack’s address on recent changes in the 
commercial laws of Illinois.”
